Address was a Revelation to 
Many of the Ability and 
Power of the Man 


It looked for awhile Thursday even­ 
ing as if the chances for an address 
from Hon. Jacob F. Jacobson were 
slim. 
Word was received by telephone 
from C row Wing that the machine had 
broken down and asked for help. 
C. 
W. and A. L Hogman went down in 
their big touring car and brought the 
party to this city, arriving here at 7:45. 
Long before they arrived the lobby of 
the Hansford was crowded and hun­ 
dreds were lined up on the street 
awaiting the arrival of the party. 
After exchanging greetings with a 
few of the gentlemen present and eat­ 
ing a hurried supper Mr. Jacobson went 
direct to the opera house where one of 
the largest crowds which ever attended 
a political meetings in Brainerd was 
gathered. 
The meeting was presided over by 
Judge W. A. Fleming, who was a col­ 
league of Mr. Jacobson in the legisla­ 
ture twenty years ago, when the re­ 
publican candidate was serving his first 
term. 
After paying a brief tribute to 
Mr. Jacobson’s services at that time he 
introduced him to the audience as the 
next governor of Minnesota. 
Mr. Jacobson was received 
with 
hearty applause. 
He stated in 
the 
commencement of his address that he 
should touch on state issues only. There 
would be other speakers later in the 
campaign who are more familir with 
national issues than he is. He said he 
wanted to tell the people in plain, sim­ 
ple language some of the things he had 
accomplished in his public life and 
some of those he would attem pt to ac­ 
complish if elected governor. 
He touched on the establishing of the 
twine factory at Stillwater, the ‘"Free 
M arket” bill, by which the monopoly 
i n the establishment of elevators along

railroads has been broken, the **Y” 
law, which compelled railroads to do 
business with each other and to make 
joint rates between places within the 
state, and the law preventing “ mid­ 
night tariffs” by means of which the 
big shippers were enabled to secure a 
special tariff for a short time between 
certain places, while they rushed through 
a bunch of shipments while their small­ 
er competitors, not being prepared to 
take advantage of it, ui* not knowing 
of it until too late were discriminated 
against. 
He spoke of the campaign against 
the pine land frauds and urged the en­ 
forcement of the criminal provisions of 
the statute against timber thieves. 
He 
also discussed at length the fight for 
the enactment of the gross earnings 
tax, and the history of recent railroad 
legislation. 
He declared that he had 
no desire to be unjust with the railroads, 
and that every bill passed had proven 
to be an advantage to the people and 
none had injured the railrords w hen put 
to the actual test. 
He believed that 
the cases now pending in the courts to 
determine the justice of the changes »n 
commodity rates made by the last ses­ 
sion of the legislature should be carried 
to a decision and if elected governor he 
should advocate an appropriation for 
that purpose. 
If after actual test they 
were found unjust to railroad company 
he would urge their repeal. 
He also advocated state drainage, 
agricultural schools in every county, 
and the increase of the work of the im­ 
migration bureau. 
He said the people 
of Minnesota should praise Minnesota 
and laud the state not only till they 
believed themselves that it was the 
best state in the union, but made every­ 
one else believe it. 
Turning his attention to Gov. John­ 
son, he said that he should make no at­ 
tack on him whatever. 
He could only 
say that he admired an out and out 
democrat where ever he met him. 
He 
would give you a hot fight, go down to 
defeat smilinglingly and come up for 
another fight just as smiling as for the 
first. 
He made no attacks of any 
kind on his opponent, saying that if he 
could not be elected without attacking 
the integrity of his opponent he did not 
want the office.

Mr. Jacobson made a decided hit with 
the audience and his clear cut plain 
talk met with approval and hearty ap­ 
plause.

Acoustic Phenomena T hat Arc P u z­ 
zling to Scientists. 
At twilight some time ngo at a life 
saving station of the English coast 
noises were heard that sounded like 
signal shots from some distance at sea. 
A boat was launched and sped with 
all possible energy to the place from 
which the sounds seemed to have come, 
but It returned without having heard 
or seen anything further. Yet the sea­ 
man who had beeu left behind on guard 
declared solemnly thnt in the mean­ 
time he had heard near shore unmis­ 
takable cries for help from drowning 
persons. 
The bluejackets themselves 
are most inclined to regard the whole 
matter as supernatural and the voices 
as spectral. Scientists say that It is 
possible, how’ever, that such sounds 
may be audible In remarkable distinct­ 
ness where there is a high coast, 
though they may come from a great 
distance, especially when persons there 
are placed accidentally so that behind 
them rises a wall which receives the 
sound and throws it back. 
On acme coasts that are often visited 
by fogs a legend of so called “fog 
shots” has acquired vogue. These are 
said to have their origin, for some rea 
son not yet fathomed, w ithin the mass 
es of fog. 
Acoustic phenomena are 
found of such a strange kind that the 
investigation of them may be said to 
be still very far from conclusive. The 
most Inexplicable secret lies perhaps 
not in the occurrence of sounds, the 
origin of which may be reached only 
wdih great difficulty, but in their dis 
appearance and in absolute silence 
when audible noices should be expect 
ed.

But after this bad been done it was 
remembered and reported to President 
Grant that one of the nominees so 
confirmed, A. T. 8tewart of New York, 
whom President Grant had selected 
for the secretaryship of the treasury, 
as a person engaged In commerce was 
disqualified by one of the oldest laws 
on the statute book—in fact, the act 
of Sept. 2. 1789. establishing the treas­ 
ury department. That this law, which 
provided that the treasury department, 
having the administration of the cus­ 
tom houses under Its control, should 
not have at its head a merchant or Im­ 
porter in active business, was entirely 
proper—Indeed, a necessary one—had 
never been questioned. The next morn­ 
ing, March 6. I had occasion to call 
upon President Grant for the purpose 
of presenting to him a congratulatory 
message from certain citizens of St. 
Louis. 
1 found him alone engaged In 
writing something on a half sheet of 
note paper. 
“Mr. President," 1 said. 
“I see you are busy, aud I do not wish 
to Interrupt you. 
My business can 
wait.” 
“Never mind,” he answered, 
“ I am only writing a message to the 
senate.” 
My business was quickly dis­ 
posed of, and 1 withdrew. 
In the course of that day’s session of 
the senate a message from the presi­ 
dent was brought In In which, after 
quoting the statute of Sept. 2, 1789, 
the president asked that Mr. Stewart 
be exempted by Joint resolution of the 
two houses of congress from the op­ 
eration of the law which stood In Mr. 
Stew art’s way. There were some signs 
of surprise among senators when the 
message was read, and Mr. Sherman 
at once asked unanimous consent to 
Introduce a bill In accordance with the 
president’s wish. 
But Mr. Sumner ob­ 
jected to the immediate consideration 
thereof because of its great importance. 
This stopped further proceedings, and 
the bill was laid on the table, never 
to be heard of again.—Carl Schurz’s 
Reminiscences In McClure’s.

Convinced by the tests conducted at 
Fort Myer, near Washington, by Or­ 
ville Wright that the aeroplane would 
prove a valuable auxiliary to the navy 
for scouting at sea, the navy depart 
ment Is preparing plans for a heavier 
than air machine which, if successful, 
will be attached to warships. 
Lieuten­ 
ant George C. Sweet of the bureau of 
equipment Is at work on the plans, 
which will be submitted to Secretary 
Metcalf when completed. 
The navy will lie compelled to make 
several radical changes in the aero­ 
plane as It Is now constructed.

Team by a Score of 4 to 2— Two 


Men Killed and Many Injured at the 


Game. 


New York, Ort. 9.—Chicago, 4; New 
Work, 2—this was the tale in a phrase 
tcdd at the end of the most decisive 
baseball game played In this country 
in many years; played at the Polo 
grounds In this city to decide the Na­ 
tional league championship for the 
season of 1908. In the presence of a 
record-breaking crowd, which swamped 
the grounds and left many thousands 
outside long before the game began, 
a game was played In deadly earnest, 
‘‘straight baseball with no frills,”—to 
settle as tensely dramatic a situation 
ar the most ardent lover of sport could 
imagine.

uncertainty. At dusk the great multi­ 
tude departed from the historic en­ 
closure—hushed and disappointed. The 
pennant does not wave above the sky­ 
scrapers. 
Its winners, who arrived 
here on the Twentieth Century limit­ 
ed, are now on their way Westward. 


Like 
Mourning Captions. 
The large black headlines In the news­ 
papers—“New York, 2; Chicago, 4,”— 
are like mourning captions over the 
story of some great personage’s death. 
And yet probably Manager McGraw’s 
words after the game In the unwonted 
quiet of the training quarters where 
tho Giants were having their showers 
and rubdowns, epitomizes the feelings 
of the vast army of New York’s fol­ 
lowers, from those of the merest office 
boy, who had to sacrifice another 
grandmother to get off early and climb 
an “L” pillar for an occasional dia- 
mondward glimpse, to the occupant of 
a grandstand box.

double by Chance, won the game. New 
York could not hit at critical times. 
Mathewson, “the great Matty,”—fa­ 
vorite of the favorites, could not keep 
his invincible arm power and effect of 
a moment’s lapse In that third Inning 
could not be overcome. 
McGraw’s 
substitution of Wiltse In the box the 
last two innings may or may not have 
been wise. The home team needed a 
long hit; needed the tremendous rally­ 
ing power which Mathewson has more 
than once inspired In them at the very 
finish and wrung victory from seem­ 
ing defeat.

Meeting et Opera House Thurs­ 


day Evening was Large and 


Enthusastic 


DISCUSSED STATE ISSUES ONLY 


Address was a Revelation to 


Many of the Ability and 


Power of tho Man 
It looked for awhile Thursday even­ 
ing as if the chances for an address 
from Hon. Jacob F. Jacobson were 
slim. 
Word was received by telephone 
from Crow Wing that the machine had 
broken down and asked for help. C. 
W. and A. L. Hogman went down in 
their big touring car and brought the 
party to this city, arriving here at 7:45. 
Long before they arrived the lobby of 
the Hanaford was crowded and hun­ 
dreds were lined up on the street 
awaiting the arrival of the party. 
After exchanging greetings with a 
few of the gentlemen present and eat­ 
ing a hurried supper Mr. Jacobson went 
direct to the opera house where one of 
the largest crowds which ever attended 
a political meetings in Brainerd was 
gathered. ' 
The meeting was presided over by 
Judge W. A. Fleming, who was a col­ 
league of Mr. Jacobson in the legisla­ 
ture twenty years ago, when the re­ 
publican candidate was serving his first 
term. 
After paying a brief tribute to 
Mr. Jacobson’s services at that time he 
introduced him to the audience as the 
next governor of Minnesota. 
Mr. Jacobson was received 
with 
hearty applause. 
He stated in 
the 
commencement of his address that he 
should touch on state issues only. There 
would be other speakers later in the 
campaign who are more familir with 
national issues than he is. He said he 
wanted to tell the people in plain, sim­ 
ple language some of the things he had 
accomplished in his public life and 
some of those he would attempt to ac­ 
complish if elected governor. 
He touched on the establishing of the 
twine factory at Stillwater, the ‘’Free 
Market” bill, by which the monopoly

railroads has been broken, the *‘Y” 
law, which compelled railroads to do 
business with each other and to make 
joint rates between places within the 
state, and the law preventing “mid­ 
night tariffs” by means of which the 
big shippers were enabled to secure a 
special tariff for a short time between 
certain places, while they rushed through 
a bunch of shipments while their small­ 
er competitors, not being prepared to 
take advantage of it, or not knowing 
of it until too late were discriminated 
against. 
He spoke of the campaign against 
the pine land frauds and urged the en­ 
forcement of the criminal provisions of 
the statute against timber thieves. 
He 
also discussed at length the fight for 
the enactment of the gross earnings 
tax, and the history of recent railroad 
legislation. 
He declared that he had 
no desire to be unjust with the railroads, 
and that every bill passed had proven 
to be an advantage to the people and 
none had injured the railrords when put 
to the actual test. 
He believed that 
the cases now pending in the courts to 
determine the justice of the changes in 
commodity rates made by the last ses­ 
sion of the legislature should be carried 
to a decision and if elected governor he 
should advocate an appropriation for 
that purpose. 
If after actual test they 
were found unjust to railroad company 
he would urge their repeal. 
He also advocated state drainage, 
agricultural schools in every county, 
and the increase of the work of the im­ 
migration bureau. 
He said the people 
of Minnesota should praise Minnesota 
and laud the state not only till they 
believed themselves that it was the 
best state in the union, but made every­ 
one else believe it. 
Turning his attention to Gov. John­ 
son, he said that he should make no at­ 
tack on him whatever. 
He could only 
say that he admired an out and out 
democrat where ever he met him. 
He 
would give you a hot fight, go down to 
defeat smilinglingly and come up for 
another fight just as smiling as for the 
first. 
He made no attacks of any 
kind on his opponent, saying that if he 
could not be elected without attacking 
the integrity of his opponent he did not 
want the office. 
Referring to the oft repeated insinu­ 
ations and charges that he had sold out 
to the interests he declared that he 
never made a bad bargain unless he had 
to. 
He went to the convention with 
172 votes more than enough to elect 
without a vote from the twin cities or 
Duluth, and that then the other ellows 
fell on his neck and declared that he 
was a good fellow and that they had 
been for him all the time.

son, he declared, went around the state

ago telling the people 
how he. Jacobson, had been abused by 
the republican party, and how he was 
the ablest and honestest man in it. 
-Now he was the tool of the interests 
and there was no good in him.

At twilight some time ago at a life 
saving station of the English coast 
noises were heard that sounded like 
signal shots from some distance at sea. 
A boat was launched and sped with 
all possible energy to the place from 
which the sounds seemed to have come, 
but, it returned without, having heard 
or seen anything further. Yet the sea­ 
man who had been left behind on guard 
declared solemnly that In the (naan- 
time he had heard near shore unmis­ 
takable cries for help from drowning 
persons. 
The bluejackets themselves 
are most inclined to regard the whole 
matter as supernatural and the voices 
as spectral. Scientists say that It is 
possible, however, that such sounds 
may be audible In remarkable distinct­ 
ness where there is a high coast, 
though they may come from a great 
distance, especially when persons then1 
are placed accidentally so that behind 
them rises a wall which receives the 
sound and throws it back. 
On some coasts that are often visited 
by fogs a legend of so called “fog 
shots” has acquired vogue. These are 
said to have their origin, for some rea 
son not yet fathomed, within the mass 
es of fog. 
Acoustic phenomena are 
found of such a strange kind that the 
investigation of them may be said to 
be still very far from conclusive. The 
most Inexplicable secret lies perhaps 
not in the occurrence of sounds, the 
origin of which may be reached only 
with great difficulty, but in their dis­ 
appearance and In absolute silence 
when audible noices should be expect­ 
ed.

As sn American citizen who 
prizes his Americanism and citi­ 
zenship far above any question 
of partisanship, I regard It as a 
scandal and disgrace that Gov­ 
ernor Haskell should be connect­ 
ed with the management of a na­ 
tional campaign. 


I put Mr. Taft’s deeds against 
your words. I ask that Mr. Taft 
be judged by all bls deeds, for he 
wishes none of them forgotten. I 
ask that you be Judged both by 
the words you wish remembered 
and by the words that seemingly 
you and your party now desire to 
have forgotten.

Nomination of the Merchant For Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury. 
It was not unnatural that in the ab­ 
solute absence of political experience 
President Grant should not only have 
bad much to learn concerning the na­ 
ture and conduct of civil government, 
but that he should also have had much 
to unlearn of the mental habits and 
the ways of thinking he had acquired 
in the exercise of large—Indeed, almost 
unlimited — military command. 
This 
was strikingly illustrated by some re­ 
markable incidents. 
As usual, the nominations made by 
the president for cabinet offices were 
promptly ratified by the senate with­ 
out being referred to any committee. 
But after this had been done It was 
remembered and reported to President 
Grant that one of the nominees so 
confirmed, A. T. Stewart of New York, 
whom President Grant had selected 
for the secretaryship of the treasury. 
ss a person engaged in commerce was 
disqualified by one of the oldest laws 
on the statute book—in fact, the act 
of Sept. 2, 1789, establishing the treas­ 
ury department. That this law, which 
provided that the treasury department, 
having the administration of the cus* 
tom houses under its control, should 
not have at Its head a merchant or im­ 
porter in active business, was entirely 
proper—Indeed, a necessary one—had 
never been questioned. The next morn­ 
ing, March 6. I had occasion to call 
upon President Grant for the purpose 
of presenting to him a congratulatory 
message from certain citizens of S t 
Louis. 
I found him alone engaged In 
writing something on a' half sheet of 
note paper. 
“Mr. President,’’ I said, 
“I see you are busy, aud I do not wish 
to interrupt you. 
My business can 
w a lt’’ 
“Never mind,” be answered, 
“I am only writing a message to the 
■enate.” My business was quickly dis­ 
posed of, and I withdrew. 
In the course of that day’s session of 
the senate a message from the presi­ 
dent was brought in in which, after 
quoting the statute of Sept. 2, 1789, 
the president asked that Mr. Stewart 
be exempted by joint resolution of the 
two houses of congress from the op­ 
eration of the law which stood in Mr. 
Stewart’s way. There were some signs 
of surprise among senators when the 
message was read, and Mr. Sherman 
at once asked unanimous consent to 
Introduce a bill In accordance with the 
president’s wish. But Mr. Sumner ob­ 
jected to the immediate consideration 
thereof because of its great importance. 
This stopped further proceedings, and 
the bill was laid on the table, never 
to be heard of again.—Carl Schurz’s 
Reminiscences in McClure’s.

Lieutenant Sweet Working on Plans 
For Machine For Scouting. 
Convinced by the tests conducted at 
Fort Myer, near Washington, by Or­ 
ville Wright that the aeroplane would 
prove a valuable auxillary to the navy 
for scouting at sea, the navy depart­ 
ment Is preparing plans for a heavier 
than air machine which, lf successful, 
will be attached to warships. Lieuten­ 
ant George C. Sweet of the bureau of 
equipment is at work on the plans, 
which will be submitted to Secretary 
Metcalf when completed. 
The navy will be compelled to make 
several radical changes In the aero­ 
plane as it is now constructed. In the 
first place, it will be necessary to pro­ 
tect the engine so that when the ma 
chine alights in the water the mechan 
ism will not be injured by the salt wa­ 
ter; also there will have to be a com­ 
plete change In the plans for the lower 
rigging of the airship. 
Instead of the 
skids in which the aeroplane skims on 
alighting, the machine will have to be 
equipped with a boatlike structure to 
serve the same purpose. 
The aeroplane which the navy de­ 
partment may purchase will be styled 
in a general way after the Wright aero 
plane. It must carry two persons with 
a combined weight of 350 pounds, must 
be able to remain in the air at least an 
boor and must have a forty mile an 
hour speed.
